RESIDENTS fighting for 
traffic calming in Rowley 
Regis are claiming victory 
after work has begun on a 
£75,000 scheme 

Almost 150 people signed 
a petition calling for action 
as part of a 10-year cam¬ 
paign to get the improve¬ 
ments implemented along 
Harvest Road. 

Work began on Monday 
and improvements include 
new signage and speed 
humps as well as an illumi¬ 
nated sign which will acti¬ 
vate during school mornings 
and leaving hours to warn 
motorists. 

Two new cycle lanes will 
also be implemented which 
it is thought will also slow 
drivers down. 

Lee Bromley, who lives 
on the road and started the 
petition, said: “This is a vic¬ 
tory in a very long-running 
battle. 

“I first became involved 
around 10 years ago after 
my son Kurt was knocked 
over on the road when he 
was just eight. There have 
been several accidents since 
then and the road is just 
very dangerous.” 

Earlier this year a car left 
the carriage way and ended 
up on its roof in a garden. 

All of the signatures on 
the petition are from resi¬ 
dents just on Harvest Road, 
according to Mr Bromley, 
but he says that the prob¬ 
lem extends beyond the road 
itself.

PUBLIC BACKING 
FOR AIDI STORE 


A BUDGET supermarket chain has moved forward plans 
for a new food store in Oldbury after receiving the back¬ 
ing of the local community. 

Bosses at Aldi say more than 90 per cent of people who took part in a 
consultation over the proposed shop gave their support. The company 
received comments from 222 people last month over the planned store 
on empty land and off Wolverhampton Road. This week the firm lodged 
a planning application for the shop, which would create 40 jobs, with

Ex-Baggies 
star Hogg 
dies at 83 


FORMER West Bromwich Albion winger 
Derek Hogg has died at the age of 83. 

The Teesside-born outside-left joined 
Baggies from Leicester City for £20,000 in 
1958 and went on to score 12 goals in 87 
appearances in just over two years at The 
Hawthorns. 

He was recruited 
to fill the void left by 
1954 FA Cup-winning 
wideman George Lee 
and became a pop¬ 
ular figure within 
the squad. Former 
captain Graham Wil¬ 
liams said: “Derek 
came in just before 
me and he was ever so 
popular with every¬ 
one. 

“He was a really nice guy both on and 
off the field,. In the modern game he would 
have been a star because of his speed, the 
way he went past people and his delivery.” 

Albion supporters’ club chairman John 
Homer said: “He was very popular with the 
players who thought he was a good char¬ 
acter. He went on to have some very good 
games against us later in his career.”

It said: “Aldi is encouraged by the high 
level of support received to date for the 
proposals to develop the proposed site in 
Oldbury with a new discount food store.

They said there was no need for another 
supermarket in the area and raised fears 
over increased traffic as a result of the de¬ 
velopment. 

In response, Aldi said it had paid for a 
traffic assessment, which found the store 
would not result in a ‘significant’ jump in 
the number of vehicles on surrounding 
roads. 

Aldi has already purchased the site. The 
company says the store would create 40 
jobs, with around 35 positions to be offered 
to people in the surrounding area. 

And around 100 construction workers 
would work on the project. 

A spokesman for Aldi said: “The propos¬ 
als seek to transform this disused area of 
land with a multi-million pound develop¬ 
ment, including a contemporary designed 
food store. 

“We believe the site in Wolverhampton 
Road is an excellent opportunity to offer 
the local community an improved choice 
when completing their shopping.” 

It comes after rival budget supermarket 
Lidl announced plans for a revamped store 
in West Bromwich last month.

Councils 
dumping 
claimants, 
say chiefs 

BENEFITS claimants from 
London are already being 
‘dumped’ in Sandwell fol¬ 
lowing an enforced change 
to council tax rules. 

Sandwell Council bosses 
say a large family has al¬ 
ready been rehoused in the 
borough by Newham Coun¬ 
cil. 

Meanwhile Brent Council 
has also contacted the Black 
Country authority to in¬ 
quire about placing tenants 
in privately-rented homes. 

With concerns more local 
authorities in the capital 
could follow suit, councillors 
in Sandwell claim the High 
Court ruling over council 
tax in the summer was be¬ 
hind the issue. A judge ruled 
a requirement for residents 
to have lived in Sandwell for 
two years before they could 
claim council tax support 
was illegal. 

Deputy council leader 
Councillor Steve Eling 
said the moves by London 
authorities will burden 
Sandwell residents, as they 
will have to pick up the 
council tax bill for these 
families. “It’s why we in¬ 
troduced the two-year resi¬ 
dency rule in the first place, 
to protect Sandwell families 
who are most in need,” he 
said. 

“Unfortunately follow¬ 
ing the court’s judgement, 
we’ve had no choice but to 
suspend that policy.” He 
said discussions are contin¬ 
uing with the Government. 

Missing man 
canal death 

A MISSING man has been 
pronounced dead after his 
body was pulled from a ca¬ 
nal in Smethwick by pas¬ 
sers-by. 

Heng Fai Tham, aged 
74, was found in the water 
on Tuesday morning and 
subsequently taken to City 
Hospital in Birmingham, 
yesterday, where he was 
pronounced dead. 

Police said his death was 
not being treated as suspi¬ 
cious.

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140 languages in Sandwell schools 


AROUND 140 different languages 
and dialects are being spoken in 
classrooms across Sandwell - an 
Express & Star investigation has 
found. The diverse range of lan¬ 
guages includes Igbo, spoken by an 
ethnic group in south eastern Nige¬ 
ria, and Tagalog, spoken as a first 
language by a quarter of the popu¬ 
lation of the Philippines. 

The list also includes Akan, spo¬ 


ken by 11 million people, mainly in 
Ghana and Afar, with just 1.4 mil¬ 
lion native speakers in the Horn of 
Africa.At least one school is working 
with a child or children who speak 
Ga - a language from South East¬ 
ern Ghana with only 600,000 native 
speakers. 

There are also more widely spo¬ 
ken languages such as Polish, Guja¬ 
rati, Punjabi and Urdu. 


The list can be revealed days 
after Sir Michael Wilshaw, head of 
Ofsted, said schools needed more 
help to deal with rising numbers 
of foreign-language children. He 
said: “When they’re faced with an 
influx of children from other coun¬ 
tries, they need the resources and 
capacity to deal with it and if those 
resources aren’t there, that’s a big 
issue for government.” 


Warley MP John Spellar said: 
“The key thing is to make sure that 
youngsters can get up to speed in 
classes and that English is the com¬ 
mon language in the classroom.” 

He added: It is a real tribute to 
the area in which we are that com¬ 
munity harmony is maintained de¬ 
spite the range of languages spoken, 
and to the local authority for the 
work done in schools.” 


Club repairs complete 
following tragic crash

JUST 11 months ago it was 
virtually demolished when 
a lorry ploughed into it, kill¬ 
ing the driver in a Boxing 
Day tragedy. 

But now the British Legion 
Club at the centre of the acci¬ 
dent has been rebuilt after al¬ 
most a year of hard work. 

More than £80,000 has been 
spent on the repairs at the Wednes¬ 
bury club. 

Bosses have paid thanks to the 
public for their support in the after- 
math of the tragedy. 

One of the club’s main rooms 
was virtually demolished as a lorry 
driven by polish driver, 55-year-old 
Henryk Jackowski, ploughed into 
the building on Boxing Day. 

He had been taken on at Cargo 
Carriers, based in Bagnall Street, 
Great Bridge, in the run-up to the 
festive season and was delivering 
milk when the crash happened. 

Mr Jackowski died at the scene. 
At the time around 15 people 
were inside the club and narrowly 
avoided serious injury. 

Rebuilt 

Builders were drafted in to begin 
making repairs to the popular game 
room at the club, off High Bullen, 
soon after the accident. The wall 
had to be completely rebuilt and 
cracks also repaired. The room was 
replastered and has been redeco¬ 
rated. 

Legion branch chairman, Leigh 
Jones, said that it has been like 
walking into a completely differ¬ 
ent club. “It’s like a new building. 
It’s strange, we’ve never looked so 
posh.” 

Despite the damage, the club was 
only closed for one day. 

“I couldn’t believe my eyes when 
I saw the rubble. It was like walking 
through a dream, with ah the police 
around. Some of our members are 
still in shock. It’s been crazy,” Mr 
Jones said. 

“Everybody came out to help 
though, even people that don’t use 
the club. The council got us a skip 
straight away and the community 
came together to help us tidy. It’s 
taken a long time but we have got 


there in the end and we have to 
thank people for their support.” 

The club closed off the damaged 
room and continued trading, but of¬ 
ficials say it has cost them around 
£10,000 in lost revenue over the last 
five months. 

“It’s not been too bad, because 
we’ve had a decent summer,” said 
Mr Jones. “People have been happy 
to have a drink in the garden, so 
we’ve coped with having the one 
room shut off.” But it hasn’t been 


as easy for everybody to return.”I’ll 
see people and they’ll say that 
they’ll come back, but not yet,” he 
said. “When you think how easily 
it could have been worse... If one 
of those families had gone in for a 
game of pool...” 

Members attended the club on 
Friday night to officially mark the 
end of the works with a Halloween 
party. “The rooms are bigger than 
they were, but we were still abso¬ 
lutely packed. We have a dominoes 


game here every week and we had to 
send them to the back room in the 
end, that’s how busy it was. 

“There are people we haven’t 
seen for 10 months, but they’re 
starting to come back now.” 

The club plans to mark the anni¬ 
versary of the crash on Boxing Day. 

Mr Jones said: “We’ll do some¬ 
thing, that’s just the kind of people 
we are. And we’ll invite Mr Jack¬ 
owski’s family down for that as 
well.” 


Baby died 
after he 
choked on 
nutshell 

A SEVEN-month-old baby 
choked to death on a pista¬ 
chio nut after he picked it 
up, an inquest heard. 

Black Country coroner 
Zafar Siddique said the 
death of Gauravdeep Bassi 
was ‘no-one’s fault’ at an 
inquest at Smethwick Coro¬ 
ners Court on Monday. 

Mr Siddique heard from 
Gauravdeep’s mother, Ra- 
j winder Kaur, who described 
seeing her son struggling to 
breathe while at their home 
in Hill Top, West Bromwich. 

She called for an am¬ 
bulance and tried patting 
her son on the back before 
carrying out chest compres¬ 
sions before paramedics ar¬ 
rived, on November 17 last 
year. 

Gauravdeep was then 
rushed to Sandwell General 
Hospital. 

Consultant Mohamed 
Wani said a check on the 
baby’s windpipe found the 
nutshellAn intensive care 
unit consultant was called, 
and the shell was removed. 

A needle had also been in¬ 
serted in the baby in a bid 
to provide oxygen into the 
lungs. 

Dr Wani said once the 
brain lost oxygen supply for 
more than 10 minutes, it 
was ‘impossible’ to survive. 

Mr Siddique said: “My 
conclusion was this was an 
accident.” 

Wildlife trust 
in law move 

A WILDLIFE trust is team¬ 
ing up with charities over a 
proposed new law to restore 
nature and increase public 
access to it. 

The Wildlife Trust for 
Birmingham and the Black 
Country is asking politicians 
to consider the Nature and 
Wellbeing Act green paper. 

The trust says problems 
such as obesity and poor 
mental health have re¬ 
stricted people viewing the 
environment. Trust chief 
Georgia Stokes said: “It is 
vitally important all polit¬ 
ical parties recognise the 
value of our natural envi¬ 
ronment.”

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Attacker's 
sentence 
is backed 
by judges 

A THUG jailed for a brutal 
attack on a Sikh man in 
West Bromwich town centre 
has had his sentence backed 
by top judges. 

Ram Karisham carried 
out the assault on the 
60-year-old victim in March 
last year, London’s Appeal 
Court heard. He repeatedly 
swore at his victim and 
shouted: “Why are you look¬ 
ing at me?” 

Karisham backed the el¬ 
derly man into a doorway 
and began raining punches 
to his head. He was finally 
pulled off by a courageous 
passer-by, but left his vic¬ 
tim with multiple cuts and 
lasting psychiatric shock, as 
well as damage to his teeth. 

Karisham, of Hermes 
Close, Handsworth Wood, 
Birmingham, was jailed 
for 33 months at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court in 
December last year. He was 
convicted of assault causing 
actual bodily harm. 

Mr Justice Spencer, sit¬ 
ting with Mr Justice Goss, 
said the victim had done 
nothing to provoke the on¬ 
slaught. The case reached 
the Appeal Court as Ka¬ 
risham, 43, challenged the 
length of his sentence. But 
Mr Justice Spencer said 
the judge was “entitled to 
conclude that Karisham 
deliberately targeted this 
victim”.

WEST Bromwich Albion has taken over an 
empty store in the heart of its home town 
for the festive period. 

The Queens Square shop opened its doors 
on Friday with ex-players Tony Brown and 
Darren Moore on hand to cut the ribbon. 

A crowd of fans gathered to meet the pair 
and get a first look at possible gifts. 

Paul Bradbury, Head of Retail at West 
Bromwich Albion, said: “It is a really pos¬ 
itive move to have an official store here in 
the heartland of the club’s fan base. It is 
something we have considered for a while 
so when the option came up, and we knew 


the centre was happy to accommodate us, 
we snatched at the chance.” 

The pop-up shop is being leased for three 
months, as the club aim to make the most 
of the rush for shirts before Christmas. It 
is an addition to the club’s store at Merry 
Hill and the megastore at The Hawthorns. 

Mr Bradbury added: “The Christmas 
jumpers were massive last year and we are 
expecting them to sell well again.

Mother stabbed as baby 
daughter slept nearby 


Park yobs 
targeting 
passers 


by 


A THUG stabbed his partner’s arm as her 
baby daughter slept nearby. Miles Charters 
rowed with the woman in her kitchen. 

The argument took place at the Cradley Heath 
home while Charters was cleaning a knife, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. The 27-year-old 
was still clutching it when he followed her upstairs 
where her three children were sleeping on April 20. 

She grabbed hold of the 
blade, cutting the palm of 
her hand, and was knifed in 
the forearm when he pushed 
her onto the bed where the 
one-year-old girl slept. 

The couple had been in a 
relationship for five months 
before the incident with 
him spending ‘a couple’ of 
nights a week at her address 
without any particular prob¬ 
lems, the court was told. But 
trouble flared after a visit by 
them to see the mother of 
the victim, said Mr Gurdeep 
Garcha, prosecuting. 

He said: “The defend¬ 
ant drank a couple of cans 
of lager before they went 
home by taxi.“He was in the 
kitchen and suddenly went 
over to her and grabbed her 
arms tightly. He was hurt¬ 
ing her and threw her to the 
floor. 

“Then he grabbed her 
hair and banged the head of 
the woman against the work 
surface in the kitchen. She 
went upstairs to get away 
from him. But he appeared 
in the bedroom holding the 
knife. She was scared for 
her life and grabbed at it. 
She lost a lot of blood.” 

The victim ran to the 
house of a neighbour and 
was taken to hospital, where 
her wounds required 25 
stitches. Charters from Gal- 
ton Road, Bearwood, who 
had several previous con¬ 
victions involving violence 
against women, pleaded 
guilty to wounding. He was 
jailed for two years. 


GANGS of youths are 
throwing stones at walkers 
and motorists from a park 
in Wednesbury, prompting 
police to launch an appeal 
for information. 

Police say there have been 
‘regular occurrences’ of the 
dangerous offences at Brun¬ 
swick Park. 

The youths are reported 
to be gathering near the 
skate park and throwing 
stones at moving traffic and 
passers-by. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Many cases of criminal 
damage have been reported 
by both local residents and 
those targeted whilst travel¬ 
ling through the area. 

“Not only are these in¬ 
cidents dangerous due to 
the potential of the stones 
causing drivers to have a 
collision but the actions of 
these youths are clearly un¬ 
lawful.” 

Wednesbury Councillor 
Elaine Costigan said: “It 
started in September, it’s 
been horrendous, I couldn’t 
believe it. The skate park is 
so busy, but we have a group 
of youngsters who are spoil¬ 
ing it for everyone by doing 
this.” 


Pupils hear Holocaust survivor’s story

BANNED from an education or even 
playing, Rudi Oppenheimer lived 
through the horrors of a Nazi concen¬ 
tration camp. 

Now the survivor of the infamous 
Bergen-Belsen camp has shared his 
experiences of the Holocaust with 
hundreds of students at Wood Green 
Academy, in Wednesbury about life as 
a young Jew under Nazi rule. 

And he urged them to speak up 
whenever they see injustice. The 
83-year-old was also quizzed by staff 


t Wood Green Academy, with the star of 

and pupils in year 12 and 13 on Tues¬ 
day. Retired engineer Mr Oppen¬ 
heimer, who was born in Berlin and 
now lives in London, said he had been 
sharing his wartime experiences in 
schools since 1997. 

Staff and students listened to tales 
of him growing up, surviving harsh 
conditions and losing both parents 
within months of each other. He said: 
“The main thing I want to achieve is 
that they speak up when they see in¬ 
justice is being done.”

The talk was organised through the 
Holocaust Educational Trust. 

History teacher Rachel Hindle said: 
“It was amazing. A survivor is able 
to tell a story nobody else can tell. It 
was very emotional.” Student Jacob 
Glover, aged 18, of Woods Estate, 
Wednesbury, said: “It was very dif¬ 
ferent to other survivors we’ve heard 
from. It was a light-hearted approach 
to a serious subject. The openness to 
share and answer difficult questions, 
it was nice to see.”

His victims were from across the 
West Midlands, including Ches- 
lyn Hay, Wednesbury and Dudley, 
many of them retired, lost life sav¬ 
ings, pension pots, money put aside 
for grandchildren’s education and 
in one case a beloved father’s legacy. 

He appealed but two senior judges 


dismissed his case on Friday, saying 
his sentence was richly deserved. 
Giving judgment at the Court of 
Appeal, Mr Justice Spencer said the 
sentence was ‘undoubtedly stiff. 
But these were very serious offences 
of their kind which caused the vic¬ 
tims untold anxiety and distress, 
as well as great financial loss,” he 
added. “We think the overall sen¬ 
tence was just and proportionate.” 


The London court heard Lewis 
invited family and friends, and 
those recommended to him, to in¬ 
vest large sums in properties to be 
renovated and sold. For a while, he 
delivered the returns he promised, 
but as a result of the downturn in 
the housing market, that ended. He 
began ‘robbing Peter to pay Paul’, 
using later investors’ cash to keep 
earlier clients happy. 


'Ludicrous' move for 
island is under fire 


THE leader of Sandwell Council has hit out at 
a ‘ludicrous’ decision by officers to choose 
a revamp scheme for Birchley Island which 
was not favoured by many motorists. 

Councillor Darren Cooper criticised the council 
officers’ option last week, as he deferred a decision 
on the overhaul of the heavily congested road at Old¬ 
bury while the plans are re-examined. 

Plans for the island were 
put out to consultation in 
recent months, with four 
options put forward. More 
than 1,000 people responded 
through questionnaires and 
Facebook. 

Council officers had rec¬ 
ommended a two-way ‘ham¬ 
burger’ island be installed at 
the congestion hotspot. 

But more half of those 
quizzed were in favour of 
a different option, costing 
£12.9m, which would create 
a traffic junction similar to 
that at Burnt Tree on the 
Dudley and Sandwell bor¬ 
der. 

The council’s preferred 
option would involve Wol¬ 
verhampton Road being 
extended on a new roadway 
through the roundabout 
to create a two-way ‘ham¬ 
burger’ island, which could 
cost around £12.7m. 

Councillor Cooper said: “I 
pulled the report because I 
am not happy with the fact 
that we had consultations 
on four options and the op¬ 
tion that was the favourite 
was not the one that was 
recommended.

in fight 
on yobs 

A CAMERA will be put up 
in a residential street in 
Blackheath following com¬ 
plaints from homeowners 
over drug dealing and an¬ 
ti-social behaviour. 

Officers hope the Dome- 
hawk camera, which is usu¬ 
ally installed on lamp posts, 
will catch the culprits in the 
act. The idea came up fol¬ 
lowing a meeting between 
police and representatives 
from Sandwell Council. 

A police spokesman said: 
“In conjunction with council 
housing officers, council an¬ 
ti-social behaviour officers 
and neighbourhood police 
team we offered advice and 
asked residents for their 
help in providing evidence 
to enable us to deal with the 
culprits. 

“We also arranged for a 
Domehawk camera to be in¬ 
stalled to try and catch the 
culprits in the act.” 

“We have increased pa¬ 
trols in the area to provide 
support to residents and to 
deter anti-social behaviour.” 

So far, police say one of¬ 
fender has been caught for 
driving without a licence. 
Other action is planned, the 
spokesman has said. 

Blackheath ward Coun¬ 
cillor Robert Price said: “As 
councillors we do our best to 
stamp out anti-social behav¬ 
iour.” 

Eco-energy 
park boost 

A PROPOSAL to build 
an eco-energy park which 
would create almost 60 
new jobs in Smethwick has 
moved a step forward. 

Senior councillors on 
Sandwell Council have ap¬ 
proved plans to dispose of 
the seven-acre site in Kitch¬ 
ener Street for the plan. 

The land has not been 
used for the past 30 years 
and in recent times has been 
the target of fly-tippers. 

The proposal is for a waste 
plant which would process 
food and other waste, oth¬ 
erwise destined for landfill. 

It is being developed by a 
consortium of businesses.

PLANS to demolish a work¬ 
ing men’s club and build 
new homes in Walsall have 
been withdrawn. An appli¬ 
cation to replace the Pleck 
Working Men’s Club in Old 
Pleck Road with 11 proper¬ 
ties was submitted to Wal¬ 
sall Council. But it has been 
pulled. 


Sperm bank opens to meet growing demand 


A NATIONAL sperm bank has opened in 
the West Midlands to help meet increasing 
demand for donors in the UK. 

The number of sperm donors has been in¬ 
creasing since 2004, but demand has been 
rising at a faster rate. 

The Government has provided a £77,000 
grant to create the national sperm bank, 
which will be based at Birmingham Wom¬ 
en’s Hospital. 

The head of the new service said it will 
help single women, men experiencing fertil¬ 
ity problems and same-sex couples to build 
families. 


Director of the centre Dr Sue Avery said: 
“For us, this is about building families and 
the important thing is the quality of par¬ 
enting. 

“That isn’t necessarily to do with the 
gender of the parents or whether they are 
single parents. We make sure people really 
understand what they are taking on. 

“The idea of the campaign is to focus on 
sperm donation as a tremendously positive 
thing to do and that the men who do this 
are very special. 

“We’re spending this money to start 
something that we hope will grow to the 


point where nobody has to import sperm.” 

Patients who want donor sperm can 
sometimes face few options and find them¬ 
selves on waiting lists, having to use un¬ 
regulated providers or stopping treatment 
altogether. 

The new sperm bank will offer a recruit¬ 
ment, screening and banking centre and is 
expected to meet all donor sperm require¬ 
ments across the UK, the Birmingham 
Women’s NHS Foundation Trust said. 

Dr Avery added that the centre regularly 
helps men whose fertility has been affected 
by cancer treatment or trauma or who want 


to avoid a genetic condition being passed on 
to their children. 

There has been a national shortage of 
sperm donors in the UK, especially in NHS 
clinics, while patient numbers continue to 
rise. 

In recent years, the UK has depended on 
sperm imported from Denmark and Amer¬ 
ica, with sperm from the former giving rise 
to the so-called ‘Viking baby’ phenomenon. 

Fears had been raised that men would be 
put off from donating because of a change 
in the law which allows children of sperm 
donors to request the name of the donor. 


Hungry Horse will open 
new pub to bring 40 jobs 


A NEW pub and restaurant will open at West 
Bromwich’s New Square shopping centre 
creating 40 new jobs. 

Hungry Horse have announced they will be open¬ 
ing a branch just days after it was revealed three 
more shops have been filled at the complex. The pub 
chain confirmed the new venue will employ around 
40 people, in full-time and part-time jobs. 


Dust from 
work led 
to death 

A FORMER electrician 
blamed work that he had 
carried out as a young man 
for the asbestos-related can¬ 
cer which killed him, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

David Unwin, of Syca¬ 
more Road, Great Barr, died 
earlier this year after suffer¬ 
ing from pneumonia caused 
by a mesothelioma, but had 
made a statement on his 
condition before his death. 

The statement, which was 
read out at his inquest at 
Smethwick Council House, 
said the 67-year-old had car¬ 
ried out dusty work between 
the ages of 18 and 23. 

It was read out by Zafar 
Siddique, the senior coro¬ 
ner for the Black Country, 
who ruled that Mr Unwin 
had died from an industrial 
disease. “When he was first 
told that he had cancer, he 
immediately concluded that 
he was exposed to asbestos 
at a number of locations 
throughout his career,” said 
Mr Siddique. 

A post-mortem carried 
out on Mr Unwin concluded 
that he had died from bi¬ 
lateral acute pneumonia, 
caused by a large malignant 
mesothelioma due to expo¬ 
sure to asbestos. 


Matt Brown, business 
unit director for Hungry 
Horse, said: “We are very 
excited about this addition 
to Hungry Horse and to be 
bringing our great value and 
family friendly pub to West 
Bromwich.

THERE were laughs and jeers 
when a Labour MP asked the 
Prime Minister what he was go¬ 
ing to do to tighten up on immi¬ 
gration. 

David Cameron kept his tone 
civil when answering Ian Austin 
during his weekly question time 
but insisted on reminding MPs 
about Labour’s own record on 
that matter. There are, of course, 
Labour MPs who now acknowl¬ 
edge their party got it wrong on 
immigration. 

Dudley North MP Mr Austin 
has been holding a series of 
public meetings and immigration 
is the topic that gets raised time 
and time again. 

The reason it came to the fore 
again was because a minister 
called Nick Boles admitted the 
government could not control it. 

While it was hardly something 
that would have been signed off 
by the Number 10 spin team, it 
was a statement that could have 
come from the Department of 
the Blindingly Obvious. 

We’re in the European Union. 
And there’s the principle of free 
movement that means people 
from all its member states can 
come and go as they please. 
Our economy’s growing , hence 
the £1.7 billion bill Brussels has 
slapped us with. 

The choice then is to either 
come out of Europe, re-negoti- 
ate the rules on free movement 
or make Britain a less attractive 
place to be. 

Reforming the benefits system 
so you can only get out-of-work 
benefits if you’ve paid in first by 
having had a job is a popular 
idea. So is charging foreign visi¬ 
tors to use the NHS. 

Whether either will make a 
scrap of difference remains to 
be seen. It is not as though the 
benefits bill or the NHS’s woes 
are issues that have solely arisen 
because of immigration. 

Two Tory councillors have 
jumped ship, branding their old 
party’s leadership out of touch. 
But unlike recent defections 
elsewhere, they’ve crossed the 
floor to Labour rather than run 
to UKIP. 

Cheryl Billingham and Glenis 
Simms both represent wards in 
Dudley South, where the incum¬ 
bent Conservative MP Chris Kel¬ 
ly is standing down. The pair are 
both up for re-election next May. 
In the press release sent out by 
Labour both lay in to their former 
party’s leadership. 

Councillor Simms also man¬ 
aged to refer to one of Ed Mili¬ 
band’s key campaign topics, 
what Labour calls the cost-of- 
living crisis. And in a particularly 
withering swipe she says: “As 
an ordinary working mother I 
no longer feel at home in David 
Cameron’s Conservative party.” 

Councillor Simmsand Coun¬ 
cillor Billingham both seem to be 
struggling to defend their party’s 
record in government. 

None of that makes the task 
of the Conservatives in holding 
on to Dudley South any easier. 
At the moment they don’t even 
have a candidate.

To my delight, 
on December 24 last year, 
the E&S published a Black 
Country Christmas story 
written in 1968 by someone 
who wasn’t even a native 


but caught the rhythms and 
vocabulary almost abso¬ 
lutely perfectly. 

There are two ‘currents’ 
of the dialect: one is where 
most people use a few 
basic terms such as ‘cor’ 
‘shor’ £ bist’ etc, and local 
variations such as Gornal’s 
that Paul Bennett found 
confusing. ‘Get yer lezzer 
mowed’ was Cradley Heath 
and area for ‘get your hair 
cut’ (lezzer = field). It is 
easy for dabblers to confuse 
these two strands. 

But we never called apples 
‘opples’ - imagine asking for 
a ‘toffee opple’ - sounds like 
a throat clearance! As a ver¬ 
ger wrote at the entrance 
of his church ‘Thee cossn’t 
cuss in ’ere’. Those were the 
days!

‘Bomber’ statue 
work comes to end

THE final touches have been made for the statue in hon¬ 
our of former West Bromwich Albion striker Tony ‘Bomb¬ 
er’ Brown which was being unveiled today outside the 
Hawthorns. Stonemasons have been working on the area 
where the statue will stand outside the main entrance of 
the East Stand. 

It is being created to honour the goalscoring exploits 
of the man affectionately known by the Albion faithful 
as ‘Bomber’ and who scored more than 270 goals in his 
20-year stint at the club. Former managers Ron Atkinson, 
Bryan Robson and Johnny Giles were due to be present, 
alongside former players Cyril Regis and Graham Williams. 

Commentator John Motson, who is good friends with 
Brown, and commentated on his goal which won promotion 
for Albion in 1976 will also be there. Between 1961 and 
1981, Brown, who joined Albion as a schoolboy, made 720 
appearances, scoring 279 goals. He also helped the club win 
the League Cup in 1966, the FA Cup in 1968 and promotion 
back to the top flight in 1976 before being part of the excit- 


£3m hope

HE was one of West Bromwich Albion’s best¬ 
loved players, remembered for his trailblaz- 
ing role as one of the Three Degrees. 

Now, a £3 million fundraising drive has been 
launched for a film to be made about Laurie Cun¬ 
ningham. Black Flash will focus on Cunningham’s 
life, as well as his team-mates Cyrille Regis and 
Brendon Batson. 

The trio rose to fame 
in the 1970s and a statue 
marking their role in the 
club’s history will be un¬ 
veiled in West Bromwich 
next year. 

Cunningham, who was 
the first black player to ap¬ 
pear in a competitive game 
for the Baggies, died in a 
car accident in 1989, aged 
just 33. Rapper-turned-ac¬ 
tor Ashley Walters has 
been lined up to play him 
and producers are keen to 
secure Gavin & Stacey star 
James Corden for the role 
of his former manager Ron 
Atkinson. 

Producer Leo Pearlman 
said: “There have been

LEWIS Carrington was born to be a star.

They’d be 
okay for half-an-hour and then they’d be 
dancing all over the place. 


“My top denture wasn’t too bad, but the 
lower moved all around with eating and 
laughing was risky. I’d had the trouble for 
years - every time I’d have a bit of tough 
steak, I was done for. 

“I was a bit apprehensive, but I need not 
have been. I had two implants to stabilise 
my lower denture and I never felt a thing. 
I expected a lot of discomfort, but after a 
couple of days I was absolutely fine. 

“Steve made me the over-dentures for the 
bottom and a new top set of teeth. They 
are absolutely great. Nothing was too much 
trouble for any of the friendly staff and going 
to see Steve was a pleasure. 

“Going to the dentist had never been 


so good and I am over the moon with the 
results.” 

On his star role in Grimefighters, Lew 
recalls: “There were some funny moments. 
We’d had a call to pick up a dead cat in 
Penfields. They said the animal was on the 
end of a drive. I looked everywhere and 
couldn’t see it. 

“There was a charity collection going on 
in the road where people had left clothing in 
bags for pick up. By the time I’d found out 
that the cat had been put into one of them, 
it had been collected by the charity and the 
van was disappearing down the road. 

“Somebody was gong to get a surprise,” 
adds Lew with a wry smile.

City tycoon 
tells of his 
heartbreak 
after crash 


AN advertising tycoon from the Midlands who 
hope to fly on the inaugural Virgin Galactic 
space flight has said he is ‘broken hearted’ 
after the American test crash tragedy. 

Trevor Beattie, who studied in Wolverhampton 
and was born in Birmingham, paid £100,000 to be 


one of the first to travel 
Branson’s company. 

He shared his grief on 
Twitter after a a prototype 
rocket crashed during a test 
flight in California, killing 
one pilot and injuring an¬ 
other. He tweeted: “Sweet 
dreams and flying machines 
in pieces on the ground. 
Broken hearted.” The craft 
had been flying over the Mo¬ 
jave Desert when it exploded 
at 45,000ft on Friday. 

Sir Richard Branson 
flew to California after the 
news broke and said he was 
‘shocked and saddened’ by 
the ‘tragic loss’. 

In a blog post, he wrote: 
“All our thoughts are with 
the families of everyone af¬ 
fected by this tragic event. 
We’ve always known that 
the road to space is ex¬ 
tremely difficult - and that 
every new transportation 
system has to deal with bad 
days early in their history.”

He said: “I have always been interested in keeping fit and staying 
active and when I was younger I was very active in the Cadets. 


“I even stayed on as an adult instruc¬ 
tor until last year. 

“I found out about the Instructabil- 
ity programme which is designed to get 
disabled people involved in the gym and 
fitness industry which led to my place¬ 
ment at Pulse.” 

Adapted 

Mr Francis said he also worked at the 
Portway Lifestyle Centre in Oldbury 
which has specially adapted equipment 
which allows disabled users to keep fit. 

“People do have preconceptions 
about cerebral palsy but I think it also 
depends on the person in terms of how 
much they can do,” Mr Francis said. 
“When I was little I did struggle but as 
I got older and stronger I was able to 
do more.” 

Mr Francis said his family are sup¬ 
portive but do sometimes worry about 
him. “They are always concerned,” Mr 
Francis said. “But they know that I 
know my limits and when I am strug¬ 
gling I will ask for help.” 

Mr Francis said becoming a fitness 
instructor is what he wants to do and 
hopes that he will be able to stay on at 
Pulse. He said: “My placement at Pulse 
is only three months but I would like 
to stay on and do more to get more ex¬ 
perience for when I take my exams to

say to other people who are in a similar 
position to me and want to go out there 
and do something is just to go out there 
and do it.

Traffic measures 
work is under way 

WORK has begun on a £75,000 traffic calming scheme 
in Rowley Regis after concerned residents in the area 
launched a petition.

Earlier this year a car left the carriage way and ended up 
on its roof in a garden. 

Mr Bromley added: “I think it does feel as though the ac¬ 
cidents are becoming more commonplace and I think that 
was what gave it the final push.”

Takeaway plan thrown out 


PLANS for a new takeaway 
to be created next to a con¬ 
venience store in Great Barr 
have been thrown out de¬ 
spite more than 500 people 
signing a petition in support. 

Council planners refused per¬ 
mission claiming that it would 
breach rules on the number of 
takeaways allowed. 

The proposals were tabled for an 
extension to the store, in Dorrington 
Road, to allow takeaway food to be 


served up to customers. It would have 
been based next to the Discount Booze 
store at the junction of Dorrington 
Road and Rocky Lane, under the pro¬ 
posals. 

Applicant Buta Singh had submitted 
the plans to Birmingham City Council 
for the single store extension to the 
site. 

In his statement to the council, Mr 
Singh said that he believed that the 
development would not have a ‘nega¬ 
tive impact’ on the area. The council 
has said that the number of takeaways 
in any clusters of shops must not ex¬ 


ceed 10 per cent of the total number of 
shops in the row. 

It comes after one of the shops in the 
row is a Chinese takeaway, and despite 
this bring closed for around a year, the 
planning permission still exists. 

A petition in support of the applica¬ 
tion was received from ward councillor 
Jon Hunt with 522 signatures ahead of 
a planning meeting earlier this month. 
In a response, the planning committee 
ruled: “The proposed development 
would exceed the maximum allowance 
of 10 per cent for hot food takeaway 
uses within a parade.”

Centro would get 
more powers, vow 

WEST Midlands transport authority Centro would be 
given more powers over bus services under a Labour 
Government, the party’s leader says. 

Ed Miliband announced the move after saying bus 
services outside London currently ‘fail to serve the pub¬ 
lic interest’, and ordinary working people had been let 
down. He said that Labour would change that by giv¬ 
ing regions more powers over transport as part of a 
£30billion devolution deal. It will pave the way for Lon- 
don-style Oyster cards across the country. 

He said: “Bus services and public transport should be 
the arteries that keep our regional economics moving, 
our roads less clogged with cars, and working people 
travelling to where businesses need them. We will put 
the public interest back on our buses.” 

Wolverhampton South West MP candidate Rob Mar- 
ris, said the plans would bring back laws that will enable 
Centro to set bus fares and routes, and integrate them 
with local tram and rail services. 
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Hawthorns 
move for 
coffee shop 
in pub bid 


PART of a historic listed pub, which sits in the 
shadow of The Hawthorns could be knocked 
down under plans to create a drive-through 
coffee shop. 

Council officers from Sandwell Council have al¬ 
ready approved plans to demolish the original south 
wing and east wing of the Grade II listed Hawthorns 
pub, which were completed in 1903. 


It has now been proposed 
that the west wing also be 
demolished. The pub was 
once the favoured watering 
hole for hundreds of Albion 
fans until it closed in 2009. 

The fireplace in the west 
wing is believed to be the 
only internal feature of 
heritage interest in the 
section of the building and 
under new plans submitted 
to Sandwell Council it will 
be relocated to an original 
chimney breast location. 

The wing was added to 
the early-Victorian era pub 
in the early 20th century 
and is not believed to be of 
any historical or architec¬ 
tural interest. 

A heritage statement from 
historic environment con¬ 
sultant David Burton-Pye 
said: “The west and east 
wings are not mentioned in 
the 1987 list description. 

“It is generally accepted 
that such descriptions are 
not definitive and that the 
lack of inclusion or refer¬ 
ence to particular items 
does not indicate that they 
are of no interest. 

“However the listing does 
make specific reference to 
the ‘symmetrical composi¬ 
tion of the five bays’ and it is 
therefore reasonable to con¬ 
clude that the inspector did

not consider the wings to 
have any particular merit.” 

The demolition work is 
taking place to make way 
for plans put forward by 
West Bromwich Albion to 
transform the 19th cen¬ 
tury building into a drive- 
through coffee shop. The 
club are currently in talks 
with a firm about developing 
the site, although they have 
yet to reveal the name of the 
company. 

The club bought The 
Hawthorns pub, on Bir¬ 
mingham Road, four years 
ago after it had fallen into 
disrepair and been a target 
for vandals since its closure. 

In 2011 fans suggested 
turning The Hawthorns 
public house into an archive 
celebrating the side’s his¬ 
tory. At the time the club 
said it would consider the 
plans, but a formal applica¬ 
tion was never submitted. 

Alan Cleverley, secretary 
of the Albion Supporters 
club and a former patron of 
The Hawthorns, said: “The 
building is not the kind of 
introduction we want to give 
to fans when they approach 
the ground.” 


Completion date 
set for police base 

THE near £33 million revamp of the West Midland Police 
headquarters is set to be completed by September 2016. 

Over 1000 staff have already been relocated from Lloyd 
House in Birmingham city centre in preparation for the 
building work that id scheduled to start in January. 

The redevelopment of the building is due to take 87 
weeks with the phased return of employees to the first few 
completed floors anticipated to take place between Novem¬ 
ber and December next year. 

The final phase of the refurbishment will see completion 
of the new Police Station within Lloyd House that will 
replace the nearby Steelhouse Lane, releasing that build¬ 
ing for sale, a report to the force’s Strategic Policing and 
Crime Board has revealed. 

The exact cost of the revamp - which will be a fixed price 
contract - is expected to be finalised shortly but it could be 
as low as £31.5 million. Meanwhile the force insists that 
it remains business as usual despite staff who would nor¬ 
mally work in Lloyd House being distributed at a variety of 
temporary accommodation within the city.

Changes to bin collections

RUBBISH bins will be collected over four 
days instead of five as part of a shake-up of 
workers’ hours being considered by officials 
in Sandwell. 

Serco, which runs bins, green waste and recycling 
collections in the borough on behalf of Sandwell 
Council, has written to staff to outline proposals. 


In the letter issued to 
staff, employees have been 
told they would cease to 
work on Mondays as part 
of a drive to create a ‘bet¬ 
ter work/life balance’. Staff 
would continue to work a 37 
hour week, under the plans, 
but this would be over four 
days - Tuesday to Friday. 

In a letter to staff, John 
Mason, who is Serco’s gen¬ 
eral contract manager, said 
there would have to be a 
‘total reroute and more ef¬ 
ficient working’ in the de¬ 
partment. The union Unite 
are in discussions over the 
changes. Sandwell Council¬ 
lor Maria Crumpton, who 
is in charge of highways for 
the authority, confirmed 
talks had been held with 
staff. But she reiterated 
that no final decision had 
been taken over staff work¬ 
ing conditions or changes to 
deliveries. 

One worker, who did not 
wish to be named, said: “We 
have been speaking to the 
union and they have their 
concerns. I’m concerned for

my job and what is going to 
happen in the future if we 
go to four days a week now.” 

In the letter to staff, Mr 
Mason said: “I have today 
met with unions to discuss 
modernisation and outlined 
plans going forward on your 
services. We have the op¬ 
portunity to move towards 
a better work/life balance 
by adopting a four day (37 
hour) working week of 
Tuesday to Friday. 

“This is subject to final 
agreement with Sandwell 
Metropolitan Borough 
Council, all relevant trade 
unions who we are currently 
in discussions with.”

Blaze death after man 
is overcome by smoke 


A 70-year-old man died af¬ 
ter becoming overcome 
by smoke in a house fire in 
Wednesbury as firefighters 
began a four-day strike. 

Grandfather Timothy Falvey 
died at his home in Carisbrooke 
Road, Friar Park. 

Fire crews were called to the prop¬ 
erty at 7.11pm, 71 minutes after in¬ 
dustrial action began. They said the 
fire was out when they arrived and had 
occurred several hours earlier. 

Relatives of the father-of-two have 
described him as ‘a kind-hearted man 
with a gentle soul’. 

He was discovered by his 38 year-old 
son Sean Falvey, who was visiting his 
father. 

Sean, from Bentley, Walsall, said: “I 
got to his house about 6.45pm and as 
I pulled up outside I knew something 
was wrong because the lights weren’t 
on. I went inside and tried to turn the 
lights on but the electric had gone. 
Once I went into the kitchen I could 
see there had been a fire and that the

fridge-freezer had been burned out. 
When I went upstairs that’s when I 
saw my dad.” 

Sean, a father-of-four, said despite 
the strike the response from the emer¬ 
gency services was quick. He said: 
“The fire service, the police and the 


ambulance were all there within about 
15 minutes after I made the call.” 

Mr Falvey had moved to the Black 
Country from Ireland in 1961. He was 
employed at Lucas Girling in West 
Bromwich. 

He began working for Poundland 
from 1992 until he retired in 2009 
from their Willenhall-base. 

A grandfather to six children he 
spent much of his time working at 
Charlemont Bowling Club in Stone 
Cross. 

Sean said: “I’ve had messages from 
my cousins in Australia and from fam¬ 
ily back in Ireland. 

“He always put people before him¬ 
self and never had a bad word to say 
about anyone.” 

Mr Falvey’s youngest son Gavin 
Falvey, 33, added: “Everyone knew 
him. He was popular with the neigh¬ 
bours and such a friendly person.” 

Area Commander Simon Shilton, 
head of emergency response for West 
Midlands Fire Service said Friday 
night was ‘busy and challenging’. 

“We attended more than 40 inci¬ 
dents and our limited resources were 
stretched at times,” he said.

THE beleaguered Source of Ingenui¬ 
ty fountain is to be pulled down and 
put into storage to make way for the 
Walsall’s new-look market, it has 
emerged. 

The water feature arrived as part 
of the £2 million revamp of the town’s 
Civic Square but was turned off in 
2005 amid fears of Legionnaires Dis¬ 


ease contamination. The sculpture, 
based on Janus the two-faced Roman 
god of time, requires thousands of 
pounds worth of repairs. 

But council chiefs say it will be re¬ 
moved as part of the overhaul of the 
town centre and there are no plans to 
bring it back. 

Leader of Walsall Council Sean 


Coughlan said: “There are no plans to 
relocate the fountain at the moment 
because we have to find a site and the 
money first. It will be going into stor¬ 
age for the time being.” 

It was designed by artist Tom 
Lomax who created Birmingham’s 
The Spirit of Enterprise fountain in 
Centenary Square.

Advert led Billy to a glorious 
career for wolves and England 


IT was an advertisement in 
the Express & Star that was to 
change the life of Billy Wright. 

It set him on the path to becoming 
one of the greatest footballers in the 
history of the game in England. 

Placed in 1938, it invited schoolboys for 
trials with Wolverhampton Wanderers. 
Under the inspired leadership of Major 
Frank Buckley, Wolves were on the up. 

That season, 1937-38, they had won the 
First Division Championship - a feat that 
they were to equal the next year - and it 
would be a wonderful opportunity for any 
youngster who was good enough to be taken 
on by the club. 

It was an opportunity recognised by Nor¬ 
man Simpson, Billy’s teacher at Madeley 
Senior School. He spotted the advert and 
urged the talented youngster from Iron- 
bridge in Shropshire to respond. 

When Billy reached Molineux, disappoint¬ 
ment met him. Major Buckley said he was 
too small to make the grade, but for some

reason 20 minutes later this imposing man 
changed his mind and decided to give Billy 
chance by signing him as an apprentice on 
an eight-month trial. 

That was all that Billy needed. Just 14- 
years old, he made his debut for Wolves in 
a B team, but he was not to stay a second 
stringer for long. A year later, he was cho¬ 
sen for the first team and aged 17, Billy 
signed as a professional but it was during 
the Second World War, and competitive 
football was limited - especially at Wolves. 

On September 1, 1946, League football 
returned to England. The rain pelted down 
but it failed to dampen the keenness of 
spectators who had not seen a league match 
for six years. 

Two years later, former captain Stan 
Cullis took charge as manager, and Billy 
Wright replaced him as leader on the field. 

Within a year, the club were runners-up 


in the League and winners of the FA Cup 
for the first time in 41 years. The FA Cup 
triumph in 1949 came in a 3-1 victory over 
Leicester City at Wembley. That and finish¬ 
ing runners-up in the League were tremen¬ 
dous achievements by Cullis, who would go 
on to develop a memorable Wolves side. 

The next few seasons were the most ex¬ 
citing in the history of the club. The team 
included other great names such as Bert 
Williams, Peter Broadbent, Johnny Han¬ 
cocks, and Ron Flowers. 

In 1954 they won the League champion¬ 
ship for the first time in the club’s history, 
and became champions again in 1958 and 
1959. This success was matched by out¬ 
standing performances against the best 
sides in Europe, where they defeated Hon¬ 
ved, the Hungarian champions, 3-2 in one 
of the most exciting and exhilarating games 
of football ever seen in England.sHis out¬ 
standing performances led to an England 
call-up, and in 1948 he was made captain. 
Remarkably, he led the team 90 times - an 
all-time record that he shared with Bobby 


Moore - and he was the first football player 
in the world to earn 100 caps. 

Originally a wing-half, in 1954 Billy was 
made centre-half at the World Cup in Swe¬ 
den by the manager, Walter Winterbottom. 

Billy retired as a player in 1959. In all, 
he played 541 games for Wolves and 105 for 
England - which included a record run of 
70 consecutive appearances. He went on to 
management and then became a television 
pundit and Head of Sport for ATV and Cen¬ 
tral Television. 

Takeover 

In 1990 he joined the board at Wolves as 
part of the takeover by Sir Jack Hayward 
and later had a stand named after him. 
Billy died in 1994. Two years later, a statue 
of him was erected in his honour outside 
Molineux, the home of his beloved Wolves. 

Unequalled for his dedication, determi¬ 
nation, loyalty, decency, consistency and 
unselfishness, Billy was a true Englishman. 
Walter Winterbottom got it right when he 
said that Billy Wright ‘had a heart of oak’.

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Ripley’s game in a 
frightening future

IN SPACE no-one can hear you scream 
but your neighbours might when you 
play Alien Isolation (18, Sega). 

This is by far the best game yet to 
revel in the creepy sci-fi world of Rip¬ 
ley and her alien xenomorph nemesis. 

It takes the look of Ridley Scott’s 
original 1979 movie and lovingly rec¬ 
reates it in game form. This is a 1970s 
view of the future, lots of chunky ship 
like doors and handles and flickering 
green screen computers. 

The game casts you as Ripley, not 
Ellen but her daughter Amanda, who 
is dragged into her mother’s night¬ 
mare when she visits a space station 
that has found a relic from the long- 
lost spaceship Nostromo. Guess who 
hitched a ride? 

Put on your headphones to really get 
the creeps from the distant clangs and 
slitherings (the soundscape is excel¬ 
lent) as the sense of dread mounts in 
the claustrophobic maze of corridors. 

There is also add-on content availa¬ 
ble involving members of the original 
Nostromo crew. 

In Alien Isolation the best option is 
to hide if you glimpse the salivating 
monster. You will have to scavenge re¬ 
sources and improvise solutions before 
you can even think about taking it on. 
If you don’t — game over man. 

Now the dust has settled after the 
impact of the biggest game of the year, 
Destiny (16, Activision), does it live 
up the hype and the excellent Led Zep- 
pelin-soundtracked trailer? 

The answer is a qualified yes. Once 
you’ve put some hours in, game devel¬ 
oper Bungie’s epic science fiction ad¬ 
venture really starts to evolve. Right 
from the off it looks spectacular, what¬ 
ever format you are using, and the gor¬ 
geous landscapes keep coming as you 
explore awesome locations infested

with enemies. But there is repetition 
in the missions and, despite the pres¬ 
ence of Game of Thrones actor Peter 
Dinklage as your ‘Ghost’ (floating 
robot pal), the voice acting could have 
been better. 

You also always have to be online 
even for solo missions to take part in 
this epic blend of first person shooter 
and massive multiplayer. 

Bungie were also creators of the 
mighty Halo series and there are cos¬ 
metic similarities to the galactic war 
between Spartans and the Covenant. 


In the Destiny scenario mankind is 
at the end of golden age created by a 
moon-like orb called The Traveller. 
Now the Darkness has come to devas¬ 
tate man’s universe with the help of 
various nasty aliens. You are cast as a 
Guardian to protect Earth and neigh¬ 
bouring planets, and your job is to 
blast as many aliens as possible. 

Almost as essential as the impres¬ 
sive visuals is Marty O’Donnell’s 
symphonic score. He has even got Paul 
McCartney to write a song for the end 
credits, called Hope For The Future.

NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds, doing a wide vari¬ 
ety of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. 

It employs 7,500 people, many 
of whom live locally. 

Last year, the trust provides 
care from 150 locations. 

This week we highlight: 

JADE GREENHOUGH, 

health care assistant 



PEOPLE arrive at a career 
with the NHS in a huge va¬ 
riety of ways. For example, 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals (SWBH) NHS 
Trust recruits around 100 ap¬ 
prentices a year. 

One of those is healthcare assis¬ 
tant, Jade Greenhough who, after 
completing her training with the 
Trust has gone on to become an 
award winner. 

Jade, who lives in Barr Beacon, 
spends her shifts at Sandwell General 
Hospital meeting the wide-ranging 
needs of the patients on trauma and 
orthopaedic ward, Newton 3. 

Her aim is to make sure their stay 
in hospital is a pleasant and comfort¬ 
able one. 

She also checks vital signs, par¬ 
ticularly blood sugar monitoring of 
patients with diabetes, assists with pa¬ 
tients’ hygiene needs and the general 
maintenance of the wards. 

Circumstances 

A career in nursing was always on 
the cards for Jade, as she explained: “I 
have done things a little backwards as 
I started a nursing degree in January 
last year but decided to drop out due to 
personal circumstances. 

“I then decided to take the long 
route and start from scratch which I’m 
now really glad about.” 

There are a combination of factors 
that motivate Jade in her work, in¬ 
cluding the demanding, busy environ¬ 
ment, the great team she works with 
and the knowledge that every task 
she is assigned will be completed thor¬ 
oughly. 

Jade showed promise right from the 
start, with colleagues telling her after¬ 
wards that her apprenticeship inter¬ 
view was one of the best they had seen. 

Moving on from then, she has gone 


from strength to strength and was 
even recently nominated for Employee 
of the Year at the Trust’s own staff 
awards. 

She then achieved the recognition 
of her peers at the recent Health Ed¬ 
ucation West Midlands NHS Appren¬ 
ticeship awards, held at Edgbaston 
Stadium on October 23. 

Jade collected the trophy in the 
Intermediate Apprentice of the Year 
(Clinical) category. 

Commenting on her win, the judg¬ 
ing panel said: “Jade has consistently 
demonstrated her ability to provide 
compassionate patient care and has 
grown to be an extremely valued mem¬ 
ber of her ward team. 

“She is a credit to the apprentice¬ 
ship.” 

But for Jade, it’s the simplest things 
that are memorable. 

She said: “I enjoy making patients 
smile and receiving my first thank you 
card from a patient proved to me that 


I was doing a good job. I’ll also never 
forget when my colleagues told me 
they had bought me a ticket to go to 
the team Christmas meal. 

“I cried!” 

Jade is focused on her career and 
her immediate plans for the future are 
to complete her nursing degree. 

But when asked where she would 
go to get away from it all, she said: “I 
would love to have a few weeks away 
in sunny Cyprus with the scenic views, 
or even better Thailand and do a bit of 
travelling! 

“I have been to Thailand before and 
absolutely loved it, it’s a whole differ¬ 
ent world over there!” 

Away from work, Jade says that she 
is a very family-orientated person and 
enjoys spending time with them.

Hundreds of foreign suspects 
are sent home with warrants 


MORE than 200 convicted and sus¬ 
pected foreign criminals includ¬ 
ing alleged murderers, rapists and 
fraudsters have been arrested and 
removed from the West Midlands in 
the past five years under the Europe¬ 
an Arrest Warrant. 

Figures released by the Home Office 
show that in the West Midlands, 223 want¬ 
ed individuals have been surrendered to 
foreign authorities under the measure. 


More than 50 people had been wanted for al¬ 
leged theft offences, 16 for alleged drugs traffick¬ 
ing crimes and 33 for suspected fraud. 

The figures also included four alleged murder¬ 
ers, six suspected rapists, nine suspected armed 
robbers and eight people wanted for alleged im¬ 
migration and human trafficking offices. 

Off the 223 wanted individuals in the West 
Midlands, 123 of them were surrendered to Po¬ 
land. 

Other countries included the Czech Republic 
with 18 and Lithuania with 13. 

Wider figures show that, in the last five years, 


2,534 convicted and suspected foreign criminals 
have been arrested and removed from the 10 
largest urban areas of England and Wales using 
the measure. 

The Home Office has said it was determine 
to hunt down and remove foreign offenders 
and powers to remove murderers, paedophiles, 
human traffickers and rapists would be signifi¬ 
cantly diminished without the European Arrest 
Warrant. 

The authority said if it was not in place, 22 
European member states would also refuse to 
extradite their own nationals back to Britain.

women earn 80pc 
of every £1 by men 

WOMEN in the West Midlands are being paid 80 pence for 
every pound a man earns, according to new figures. 

The Labour has released the figures as it made an elec¬ 
tion pledge to ask big companies with over 250 staff in the 
West Midlands to publish their average hourly pay gap 
each year to expose whether men and women are being 
paid differently for doing the same work, and whether too 
few women occupy senior positions. 

The revelation comes as Equal Pay Day - the day of the 
year that women across the UK effectively start working 
for free due to the gender pay gap - comes three days ear¬ 
lier this year because the pay gap is back on the rise. Of¬ 
ficials say it means women will work for free for the next 
57 days. 

Gloria De Piero MP, Labour’s Shadow Minister for 
Women and Equalities said: “Women shouldn’t have to 
wait another 50 years for Equal Pay.” 


Community 
centre plans 

A COMMUNITY centre will open in Cra- 
dley Heath in a shop run by parishioners 
of a church which closed. 

St Luke’s Church closed after almost 
170 years of worship due to escalating re¬ 
pair costs of about £750,000. 

The congregation moved to St John’s 
Church, Dudley Wood, after a final service 
last month led by The Bishop of Dudley, 
the Right Rev Graham Usher. Parishion¬ 
ers wanted to continue their community 
work in the area and have revealed plans 
to open the centre in the High Street. 

The church, led by the Reverend Alicia 
Baker, has submitted plans for a change 
of use for the shop. The premises will be 
home to Cradley Heath Community Link.

Sri Guru Nanak Dev Ji 

Guru Nanak The founder of Sikhism and the first 
of the ten gurus of the Sikhs, was born in the vil¬ 
lage ofTalwandi in 1469. 

Also called Rai Bhoe-Ki Talwandi, the village 
now known as Nankana Sahib, is near Lahore in 
present-day Pakistan. 

Before Guru Nanak departed for his heavenly 
abode in 1539, his name had travelled not only 
throughout India's north, south, east and west, 
but also far beyond into Arabia, Mesopotamia 
(Iraq), Ceylon (Sri Lanka), Afghanistan, Turkey, 
Burma and Tibet. As Guru's Birth Anniversary 
is lunar linked, it celebrated on the full moon in 
November. 

The name "Nanak" was used by all subsequent 
Gurus who wrote any sacred text in the Sikh holy 
scripture called the Sri Guru Granth Sahib Ji. So 
the second Sikh Guru, Sri Guru Angad Dev Ji is 
also called the "Second Nanak" or "Nanak II". It 
is believed by the Sikhs that all subsequent Gurus 
carried the same message as that of Guru Nanak 
and so they have used the name "Nanak" in their 
holy text instead of their own name and hence 
are all referred to as the "Light of Nanak." 

Guru Nanak also called Satguru Nanak, Baba 
Nanak, Nanak Shah Faqir, Bhagat Nanak etc. by 
different people of religions. 


Bhai Gurdas Ji's summary of 
Guru Nanak coming into the 
world 

The Provider Lord listened to the cries, Guru 
Nanak descended into this world. 

Washing His feet and praising God, he got his 
Sikhs to drink the ambrosial nectar. 

In this Dark Age, he showed all gods to be just 
one. 

The four feet of Dharma, the four castes were 
converted into one. 

Equality of the King and beggar, he spread the 
custom of being humble. 

Reversed is the game of the beloved; the egotist 
high heads bowed to the feet. 

Baba Nanak rescued this Dark Age; read 'Satnam' 
and recited the mantar. 

Guru Nanak came to redeem this Dark Age of 
Kaljug. Bhai Gurdas - Vaar 1 Pauri 23 

His Path 

It was a dark and moonless night; the clouds 
were heavy with rain as it was the monsoon 
season. Suddenly lightning flashed and thunder 
sounded as a few raindrops started to fall. The 
village was asleep. Only Nanak was awake and 
the echo of his song filled the air. 

Nanak's mother was worried because it was pitch 
dark and day break was far away. The lamp in his 
room was burning. She could hear his melodious 
voice as he sang, restraining herself no longer 
she knocked at his door. "Go to sleep, my son, 
the sun is a long way ahead." Nanak became 
silent. From the darkness sounded the call of the 
sparrow-hawk. "Piyu, piyu, piyu!" it called. 

"Listen, mother!" Nanak called out. "The spar¬ 
row-hawk is calling to his beloved; how can I be 
silent, because I am competing with it? I will call 
my beloved before he calls his - even for longer 
because his beloved is nearby, perhaps in the 
next tree! My beloved is so far away. I will have to 
sing for lives upon lives before my voice reaches 
Him." Nanak resumed his song. 

Guru Nanak's path was, is and will ever remain 
decorated with endless rows of true flowers; 
he realised God by singing virtues of God and 
following a life of true deeds. Guru Nanak did not 
practise normal Hindu austerities, meditation or 
yoga; he only sang in the beautiful poetic forms 
of the time. Singing, often extemporaneously, with 
all his heart and soul, so much so that his sing¬ 
ing became his meditation, his purification and 
his yugam (yoking ones self to the almighty, to 
Satguru. This was Nanak's path; decorated with 
true flowers of song, songs of glory and praise of 
the Almighty Lord. 

Whatever he has said was said in verse straight 
from GOD. His blissful and mesmerizing songs 
are not those of an ordinary singer; they have 
sprung from within one who has known. There is 
the ring of truth, the reflection of God within them. 
It is these songs, songs of love and expressions 
of truthfulness and worship, along with the songs 
of Guru Nanak's nine successors, that form the 
eternal Guru of the Sikh, the Guru Granth Sahib. 


Welcome to the World of 

Guru Nanak Dev Jee 




During the 15th Century, 
prior to the discovery of the 
Americas and before many 
revolutions had taken place 
across Europe, a spiritual 
revolution had pioneered 
in the East. An amazing 
spiritual soul revealed a 
unique way of life to the 
people in India and its 
surrounding countries. 
Gum Nanak Dev Jee, 
the founder of the 
Sikh faith was born in 
modern day Pakistan 
in 1469 and spent his 
life travelling over many 
different continents, spreading 
the message of love and equality 
to many. 

Gum Nanak Dev Jee cared little for 
divisive labels: 'Na koi Hindu, Na 
koi Mussulman" (There are neither 
Hindus nor Muslims). All human 
beings regardless of race, religion or 
gender are equal in the eyes of God. 
"God created light. His power gave 
birth to all. All beings are born from 
the same light , how can some be good 
and some be bad? Your caste and rank 
depend on your own actions , do not be 
proud of your caste". 

Guru Nanak Dev Jee explained that 
the spiritual goal of life is to unite with 
Vaheguru (God). This is achieved through 
devotion to righteous actions, love and 
service of all and constant meditation on 
God's name. 


Guru Nanak Dev Jee's basic philosophy 
can be summed up by the three golden 
rules. 

NAAM JAPNA - This is the 
remembrance of God by repeating 
and focussing the mind on Naam (The 
name of the Creator). The names given 
to God primarily refer to the attributes 
of the Almighty and His various qualities - 
Vaheguru (Wonderful Lord). The singing, quiet 
meditation and the listening to sacred scriptures are 
given critical importance in Sri Guru Granth Sahib Jee 
and a Sikh to should aim to practice naam meditation as much 

as he/she can. 

KIRAT KARNI - To work and earn by the sweat of the brow, to live a Gristi Jeevan (socially conscious 
life), and practice truthfulness and honesty in all dealings. One should exercise their God given skills, 
abilities, and talents for the benefit and improvement of the individual and society at large. 

VAND KE SHAKNA - This is to share the fruits of one's labour with others before considering oneself. 
Such a life is an inspiration and a support to the entire community. A Sikh is expected to contribute at 
least 10% of their income and 10% of their time - 'Dasvandh' to the needy people of the world or to a 
worthy cause. This concept acknowledges the fact that everything one receives is by His Hukam (God's 
Will). 
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During his time on Earth Guru Nanak was revered 
by both Hindus and Muslims and even today 
many, outside of the Sikh faith, revere him. It is 
related that as he lay dying, his followers some 
formerly Hindu and others formerly Muslims 
argued whether his body should be cremated as 
Hindu tradition dictated or buried as in Islamic 
tradition. It is said that when they removed the 
sheet which had covered the Guru they found only 
beautiful flowers. The Hindus burned theirs, the 
Muslims buried theirs. 

His main contributions were: 

Equality of humans 

When in the middle east, the west and the rest 
of asia slavery, varna/class and race discrimina¬ 
tion was rife and respect between the different 
classes and caste was at a peak, Guru Nanak 
preached against discrimination and prejudices 
due to race, caste, status, etc. He said: "See the 
brotherhood of all mankind as the highest order of 
Yogis; conquer your own mind, and conquer the 
world." (SGGS page 6); also "There is one aware¬ 
ness among all created beings." (page 24) and 
finally "One who recognizes the One Lord among 
all beings does not talk of ego. II4II" (page 432). 

He urges all the peoples of the world to "conquer" 
their minds to these evil practises. All human be¬ 
ings had the light of the Lord and were the same 
- only by subduing one's pride and ego could one 
see this light in all. 

Equality of women 

In about 1499 when the world offered low to no 
status or respect to women, Guru Nanak sought 
to improve the respect of women by spread¬ 
ing this message: "From woman, man is born; 
within woman, man is conceived; to woman he is 
engaged and married. Woman becomes his friend; 
through woman, the future generations come. 
When his woman dies, he seeks another woman; 
to woman he is bound. So why call her bad? From 
her, kings are born. From woman, woman is born; 
without woman, there would be no one at all. 0 
Nanak, only the True Lord is without a woman." 
(page 473). In so doing, he promoted women's 
rights and equality a first for the 15th century! 

Universal message for 
all people 

It had been a custom at the time for religious 
leaders to address only their own congregation 
and for segregation of the different religions - but 
Guru Nanak broke with tradition and spoke to all 
of humanity. To the Muslim he said: "And when, 0 
Nanak, he is merciful to all beings, only then shall 
he be called a Muslim. Hill" (page 141); to the 
Hindu, he said "0 Nanak, without the True Name, 
of what use is the frontal mark of the Hindus, or 
their sacred thread? Ill II" (page 467); and to all 
he preached: "To take what rightfully belongs to 
another is like a Muslim eating pork, or a Hindu 
eating beef." (page 141). 


The Four Journeys 
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History states that he made four great journeys, 
travelling to all parts of India, and into Arabia and 
Persia; visiting Mecca and Baghdad. He spoke 
before Hindus, Jains, Buddhists, Parsees and 
Muslims. He spoke in the temples and mosques, 
and at various pilgrimage sites. Wherever he went, 
Guru Nanak spoke out against empty religious 
rituals, pilgrimages, the caste system, the sac¬ 
rifice of widows, of depending on books to learn 
the true religion, and of all the other tenets that 
were to define his teachings. Never did he ask his 
listeners to follow him. He asked the Muslims to 
be true Muslims and the Hindus to be true Hindus. 

After the last of his great journeys, Guru Nanak 
tried a new experiment - he asked a wealthy fol¬ 
lower to donate a large tract of land . Here he built 
a town calling it Kartapur (in Punjab) on the banks 
of the Ravi where he taught for another fifteen 
years. Followers from all over came to settle in 
Kartapur to listen, and sing, and be with him. Dur¬ 
ing this time, although his followers still remained 
Hindu, Muslim, or of the religion to which they 
were born, they became known as the Guru's dis¬ 
ciples, or sikhs. It was here his followers began 
to refer to him as teacher, or guru. The Guru told 
his followers that they were to be householders 
and could not live apart from the world - there 
were to be no priests or hermits, Here is where 
the Guru instituted the common meal, requir¬ 
ing the rich and poor, Hindu and Muslim, high 
caste and low caste, to sit together while eating. 
All worked together, all owned the town. Here is 
where Lehna, later to be Guru Angad, came to be 
with Guru Nanak. 

To this day in Gurdwaras from the Punjab around 
the world to California's Yuba City people of all 
religions and creeds can enjoy a wonderful even¬ 
ing of beautiful song, music and of course a hot 
friendly meal. 

A well known legend, when Nanak met Babur 
(1483-1530) the Emperor of India offered him a 
shared pipe of (Bhang), Nanak replied that he had 
a bhang whose wonderful effects never wore off. 
Inquiring of Nanak where he could find such won¬ 
derful bhang - Nanak declined the emperor's offer, 
saying GOD the (SAT GURU) was his bhang. 
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Bhai Gurdas ji's Var 
Bhai Gurdas Ji Vars p.1 
The benefactor Lord listened to the cries (of 
humanity) and sent Guru Nanak to this world. 
He washed His feet, eulogised God and got his 
Disciples drink the ambrosia of his feet. 

He preached in this darkage (kaliyug) that, 
saragun (Brahm) and nirgun (Parbrahm) are 
the same and identical. 

Dharma was now established on its four feet 
and all the four castes (through fraternal 
feeling) were converted into one caste (of 
humanity). 

Equating the poor with the prince, he spread 
the etiquette of humbly touching the feet. 
Inverse is the game of the beloved; he got the 
egotist high heads bowed to feet. 

Baba Nanak rescued this dark age (kaliyug) 
and recited 'satinam' mantr for one and all. 
Guru Nanak came to redeem the kaliyug. 

WHO ARE SIKHS? 

Sikhs today 

Today Sikhs can be found all over the world and 
both men and women can be identified by their 
practice of always wearing a turban to cover their 
long hair. Please note, the Sikh turban is quite 
different from the ones worn by the Muslim clergy 
and should not be con-fused with them. 

The surname Singh (meaning lion) is very com¬ 
mon for males, and Kaur (meaning princess) for 
women. Of course, not all people named Singh or 
Kaur are necessarily Sikhs, but these surnames 
are adopted when one partakes in the Amrit 
ceremony. (Sikh Baptism) 

Sikh youth now take a more active role in learn¬ 
ing and preaching on the topic of the Sikh faith, 
especially with the advent of the internet. 

If you would wish to find out more about Sikhism 
them just tap it into a search engine an see what 
it comes up with... Better still, why not make a 
trip to your local friendly Gurdwara or speak to 
a practicing Sikh you may know or see around? 
Happy reading! 

The Five K’s 

Practicing Sikhs (those who have partaken in the 
Sikh Bap-tism Ceremony called an Amrit Sanchar) 
are bound to wear the five kakaars, or articles of 
faith, known as The Five Ks, at all times. These are 
the Kara (iron bangle) The Kanga (wooden comb), 
the Kirpan (ceremonial dagger) Kesh (uncut hair) 
and the Kachera (long cotton undergarments.) 

Guru Gobind Singh Jee instructed all his followers 
to wear the 5 K’s ‘as if they are limbs of the physi¬ 
cal body.’ These are worn out of sense of duty and 
from understanding their function, purpose and 
relevance in daily life. It is important to note that 
The Five Ks are not merely present for symbol-ic 
purposes. The tenth Guru, Guru Gobind Singh, 
or-dered these Five Ks to be worn so that a Sikh 
could actively use them to make a dif-ference to 
their own spirituality and to the lives of others. 
Sikhs at a Vasakhi* parade in traditional attire. 
(*Vaisakhi is the Sikh’s New Year which is cel¬ 
ebrated in April) 


Underlying values 

Sikhs believe in the following values: 

Equality: All humans are equal before God 
regardless of caste, gender and other distinctions. 
„lf you cannot see God in all, you cannot see God 
at all.” 

God’s spirit: All creatures contain the Eternal 
spirit and thus are loved and respected as such/ 
Actions count: Salvation is obtained by one’s ac¬ 
tions, in-cluding good deeds, the remembrance of 
God, acts of corn-passion and kindness etc. 

Living a family life: Life as a family unit is impor¬ 
tant to provide and nurture for society 
Sharing: It is encouraged to share and give at 
least 10 per-cent of one’s net earnings to chari¬ 
ties. 

Accept God’s will: Develop your personality so 
that you recognize happy events and miserable 
events as one. 

The fruits of life: Truth, contentment, contempla¬ 
tion and Naam, (in the name of God). 

Actions Advised against 

Intoxication: Alcohol, drugs, tobacco, and con¬ 
sumption of other intoxicants is not permitted. 
Sacrifice of creatures and non-logical behaviour: 
Sikhs are asked to lead a vegetarian lifestyle Also 
superstitions and rituals are not meaningful to 
Sikhs . 

Material obsession: (“Maya”) Accumulation of 
materials has no meaning in Sikhism and can lead 
one from their spir-itual path 

Extra-marital relations: Any relations outside of 
marriage are prohibited. 

Worthless talk: Bragging, gossip, lying, etc. Is 
discouraged 

Removal of bodily hair: Hair is seen as sacred 
thus Sikhs are encouraged to keep their hair.

The eloquent octogenarian has a 
spirit that is infectious. It’s possible she 
picked it up from her dad, Reg Evans. 

Earlier this year he was portrayed 
by Daniel Mays in ITV’s drama¬ 
documentary The Great War: The 
People’s Story, but Reg’s life is worthy 
of any big-screen epic. 

The First World War hero was 
decorated for his bravery on the front 
line in 1915; he was awarded the 


Distinguished Conduct Medal before 
suffering an injury that could have 
destroyed most people. 

Reg was shot in the face in 
February 1916, an injury which cost 
him most of his jaw and sent him 
away from the battlefields. 

After undergoing pioneering surgery 
and a period of recovery, he 
volunteered to continue to serve for 
the British forces in Russia. 

Reg was posted far away from 
home until 1920, long after his peers 
had been demobbed. 

“I’ve had my father’s letters for many 
years now,” Pamela explains. “I’ve 
spent a lot of time on my own 
because my husband worked in 
Germany and I was living in France, 
so I would take them out periodically 
and type out the letters. It would take 
a long time because they were written 
on bits of paper; anything he’d had to 
hand in the trenches.” 

Those notes and letters were turned 
into the ebook, Reg Evans DCM - A 
Hero’s War in His Own Words, which 
like the Festival of Remembrance, is a 
fitting tribute to some unforgettably 
brave people.

VAUXHALL 


NX offers 
plenty but 
there’s stiff 
opposition 

By Matt Kimberley 


The NX 300h has technology and refinement 
in spades but it’s up against stiff competition. 
This is more of a case of what isn’t new, be¬ 
cause the NX is fresh off the drawing board 
as a little brother to the much-respected RX. 
If the RX 400h hybrid was the father of social- 
ly-acceptable SUVs, the NX 300h is a not-so- 
distant cousin. 

The styling is as sharp as a supermodel’s face, and 
you’ll probably either love it or hate it. That’s what 
Lexus wants, because you can’t please everybody 
and it’s better to please some people a lot than fade 
into the background. The NX is no shrinking violet, 
as long as you avoid silver. There’s a completely new 
colour option that layers ordinary paint over a highly 
compressed layer of flake to create a deeper, more 
lustrous shine. Even in white the difference is obvious 
- and deliciously premium. 

Choose anything above the basic S model and you’ll ben¬ 
efit from winter-beating four-wheel drive. The NX is a bit of a 
Tardis, too, with 475 litres of boot space courtesy of a huge 
hidden compartment and enough rear legroom to let your 
kids have a game of boules. 

There’s also a space-saver spare wheel as standard - 
unique among the NX’s rivals. But check this out for a prac¬ 
tical feature: the bottle holder in the centre console has a 
high-friction base so you can open twist-cap drinks with one 
hand. Very neat. 

There’s also an induction charging pad that needs no 
wires to charge a compatible handset. You’re basically driv¬ 
ing the future. 

For the most part the NX is high quality, especially the 
leathers. There are one or two small bits of Toyota-spec 
plastic but they’re easy to ignore. The touch-pad comput¬ 
er interface is actually more intuitive than you might initially 
give it credit for, too. 


Refined 

The drive is impressively refined, with supple suspension, 
decent body control and super-smooth response from the 
hybrid powertrain. 

It’s not that hard to accelerate gently away using just 
the electric motor, but on the other hand the outright per¬ 
formance is nothing Usain Bolt would get excited about. 
There’s no two ways about it - it’s pretty pedestrian. 

At least the seats are worth a postcard home. Big, per¬ 
fectly supportive and highly adjustable, the only caveat is for 
drivers who like their seat back very upright, at which point 
the forward-leaning anti-whiplash headrests become a pain. 

The Mark Levinson stereo - exclusive to the Premier trim 
grade - is worth a mention too. It has special software to 
identify and compensate for the lost quality of compressed 
digital music, and as long as the source is hooked up via a 
wired connection, it’s brilliant. Music played via Bluetooth 
doesn’t benefit in the same way. 

The NX has stiff opposition from its German arch-ene¬ 
mies, but it’s more than good enough to win fans at the mid¬ 
range Luxury price of £34,495. Classic FM-smooth hybrid 
drive is a big selling point and the clever on-board tech is 
right on the money. 

It’s just a shame that so much of it is reserved for this 
£42,995 Premier range-topper. 

But who would buy one? There are USPs for parents, 
business users, tech geeks and obviously people who’ve 
had enough of the usual German options. 

The NX is a clever car, and a lot of people should appre¬ 
ciate its comfort, gadgets and generally premium feel. This 
deserves to be the car that boosts Lexus’ UK sales to the 
next level. 

This car summed up in a single word: Advanced. 

If this car was animal: It would be a chimpanzee. It’s intel¬ 
ligent, versatile and well put-together.

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Volkswagen’s 
new Passat is 
well worth a 
close look at

You will be familiar with the law of diminish¬ 
ing returns, where you pay increasingly large 
amounts of money for ever smaller improve¬ 
ments. 

It applies, especially, to consumer goods, from 
watches to mobile phones ... and cars. 

Now, you might be thinking ‘is this going to apply to the 
new VW Passat, reviewed here?’ 

Well, it costs about £1,000 more than the outgoing, sev¬ 
enth edition Passat, but you don’t need to travel far to con¬ 
clude it’s worth every extra penny. 

Prices start at £22,215 and top out for the moment at 
£37,035, although other models are in the pipeline, of 
course, which will add technology and swell the bottom line. 

The VW Group (which takes in VW, Audi, Seat and Skoda, 
among others, remember), sells more Passats around the 
world than any other of its models, selling one somewhere 
every 29 seconds. 


Profit 

Which makes the new Passat a very important car indeed, 
especially as the boss of the VW brand said recently his bit 
of the group had to make more money as he watched Audi 
coining it in, not to speak of Porsche, where profit arrives by 
the turbocharged shed load. 

You can just imagine the midnight oil burned to make sure 
nothing is left to chance when a new Passat is on the draw¬ 
ing board. 

So, here we have a car that’s smaller than before in length 
and height (if a little wider) but which offers more room in¬ 
side for people and their luggage. To the extent that there’s 
real leg stretching room in the rear for six-footers, while the 
boot varies from huge in the saloon, to ballroom propor¬ 
tioned in the estate and surely big enough for the largest of 
growing families. 

Generation eight Passat also comes with engines that 
emit fewer nasty gases, have better fuel consumption and, 
depending on version and ticked option boxes, a host of 
clever technology. 

You can, for instance, have a car that steers for you when 
reversing a caravan, or one that hits the brakes hard if you 
fail to slow for a pedestrian who steps into the road. 

Or how about a Passat that brakes, accelerates and 
steers for you in stop-go traffic. Yes, really. 

Destined 

Here in the UK we’ll likely buy a shade more estates than 
saloons and all will have diesels under their flat, wide bon¬ 
nets as it’s deemed not worth the bother importing petrol 
versions as almost nobody would buy one. 

That’s because nearly every Passat sold here is destined 
for the company car park and diesels make a compelling 
case for business users. 

They won’t be disappointed. On the right, smoothly fin¬ 
ished, road the new Passat makes almost no noise. 

It’s such a quality, hushed place to go to work in that your 
typically time-short business user is going to arrive for the 
next meeting as fresh and relaxed as when he (or she) left 
the office two hours before. 

The Passat is, thankfully, no sports car but it tackles 
corners with some enthusiasm while making sure the com¬ 
fort of all aboard is more important than track honed reac¬ 
tions. 

There’s added comfort from the electrically adjustable 
seats in the SE and SE Business level cars, the latter adding 
satellite navigation and, combined, likely to take the bulk of 
UK sales. 

These two cars also have adaptive cruise control and 
front and rear parking sensors; yet more features to 
ease a business person’s progress through the working 
day. 

Helping too will be the thought that there is precious little 
to be gained by spending more money on a car (yes, proba¬ 
bly another German) that really offers no more than the new 
Passat but carries a badge with more prestige. 

A clear case of diminishing returns ...

Dawson is cool over

ALBION boss Alan Irvine insists defender 
Craig Dawson is not fazed by the fireworks 
surrounding his controversial clash with 
Crystal Palace No.1 Julian Speroni. 

Irvine says the former Rochdale centre-back has 
not been distracted by the furore sparked by Spero¬ 
ni and Eagles boss Neil Warnock’s criticism of Daw¬ 


son’s alleged elbow on the 

Warnock labeled Daw¬ 
son’s challenge an ‘assault’ 
while Speroni accused the 
Baggies man of having “no 
intention whatsoever of 
playing the ball” and hit out 
at Dawson for not apologis¬ 
ing. 

However, Irvine says the 
subsequent media storm has 
not affected the 24-year-old, 
who has emerged as the 
first-choice centre-back 
partner for summer signing 
Joleon Lescott. 

“He’s been fine,” said Ir¬ 
vine. “I really don’t think 
it’s something that is play¬ 
ing on his mind. He knows 
that he didn’t mean to do it 
and I don’t need to take him 
aside and say ‘you need to 
be careful about this’. 

“I don’t need to ask him 
how he’s feeling because he 
knows he wasn’t guilty of 
anything other than an ac¬ 
cident. 

“I was hoping it would 
have all gone away by now 
but unfortunately it keeps 
coming up. It was addressed 
really quickly and correctly, 

I believe, by the FA.” 

The FA decided Dawson 
had no case to answer over 
the incident, which occurred 
in the build-up to Victor An- 
ichebe’s goal against the 
Eagles. 

But Albion were still 
forced to issue an official 


goalkeeper. 
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statement defending Daw¬ 
son after Speroni’s explo¬ 
sive comments to a London 
newspaper. 

“The fact is anybody who 
knows Craig Dawson knows 
that he is not a player who 
would try to injure another 
player,” said Irvine. 

“He is an extremely com¬ 
mitted player and I don’t 
know anybody who can 
jump with their arms by 
their side. He hasn’t thrown 
an elbow and as far as I am 
concerned.” 

Earlier in the week Irvine 
insisted his decision to axe 
Brown Ideye from Albion’s 
matchday squad was purely 
a tactical one.

And although there was 
nothing on Saturday to 
get the visiting supporters 
off their seats with unbri¬ 
dled excitement, there was 
enough on show against a 
limited Foxes side to gener¬ 
ate a contented smile or two. 

The decision to omit 
Brown Ideye from the 
matchday 18 threw into 
clear focus niggling doubts 
among Baggies staff about 
the Nigeria international’s 
adaptation to life in Eng¬ 
land. 

Albion are not a club who 
can afford a £10m record 
signing to fail to contrib¬ 
ute in the longer term and, 
privately, heads are being 
scratched. 
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And without the former 
Dynamo Kiev man firing, 
Irvine’s men look worrying 
short of goals if the in-form 
Saido Berahino should suf¬ 
fer injury, suspension, or 
the kind of barren spell that 
even the best strikers expe¬ 
rience. 

The workaholic Craig 
Gardner has played a key 
role in the heart of midfield, 
Craig Dawson’s emergence 
has been a delight and, at 
the heart of it all, Joleon 
Lescott has emerged as a 
lynchpin. 

So it was again on Sat¬ 
urday, as Leicester did 
everything within their 
limited powers to cancel out 
Cambiasso’s moment of mis¬ 
fortune, only to find Albion 
too resilient for them with 
Lescott pulling the strings 
in an understated manner 
at the heart of defence. 

Cambiasso proved to be 
the key figure as he first 
cleared a header from Gard¬ 
ner off the line before half¬ 
time and then netted at the 
wrong end just after the 
restart as Morgan’s poor 
header from a Berahino 
cross struck the Argentine 
and it crept it.
